Assault Charges 
Against Civic 
Guards Dismissed 


-LLEGATIONS made against 

' Monaghan Civic Guards “in 
the hearing of a cycle theft case 
at Clones District Court, before

‘President Wilson to agree to an 


arrangement whereby representa- 
tives of the Entente Powers 
should meet Russian delegates on 
the island of Prinkipo, in the 
Sea of Marmora; but, largely as 
a result of French oppasition, the 
project fell through. In those 
days, Bolshevism was regarded as 
a form of infectious disease. That 
great and astute Frenchman, 
Georges Clemenceau, dreaded its 
possible infiltration into Western | 
Europe; and to that end, what 
was known as a cordon sanitaire 
was established, consisting of a 
line of independent States stretch- 
ing from the Baltic to the Black 
Sea. These States included the 
Baltic Republics, Poland, Czecho- 
slovakia, Yugo-Slavia, and 
Rumania; and it was fondly 
believed—or, at least, it was 
hoped—by the framers of. the 
Peace Treaties that they would 
constitute a more or less per- 
manent barrier against the Bol- 
shevist virus. Thereafter, various 
attempts were made to unseat the 
Bolshevist Government by force. 


” The names of Korniloff, Deniken, 


Wrangell, Koltchak and 
Yudenitch were written boldly 
across the annals of the time; but 


in the event all attempts to de- 
‘throne the new Power _ failed. 


Soviet Russia had come to ‘stay. 
Now, as this war is approaching 
its end, the wheel has come a 
full circle. No longer is it a 
question of a sanitary cordon 
around Western Europe to keep 
Bolshevism’ out. By virtue of 
her stupendous successes in the 
field, Russia is taking steps to 
safeguard her future position on 
the Continent; and it is she who 
is establishing a cordon of States 
which is calculated to protect 
her against any possible attack 
in the future from the West. 
Russia’s insistence on the accept- 
ance by the Western Powers of 
the Curzon Line as her frontier 
with the Poles is something more 
than an attempt to rectify ethno- 
graphic injustices. Its purpose is 
largely strategic. Furthermore, 
there can be small doubt that the 
Soviets are determined that the 
new Poland, while constitution- 
ally independent, and compen- 


‘sated for her losses of territory 


in the east by northern and 
western gains at Germany’s 
expense, shall bé associated as 
closely as possible with the 
Union of Soviet Socialist Re- 
publics. A like procedure has 


| been adopted in the cases of 
‘Rumania, Bulgaria and Yugo- 


Slavia. For most practical pur- 
poses, all these States, while en- 
joying nominal indepéndence, 


will be outposts of the Russian |. 


system. Whether the rest of the 
world likes it or not, this is a 
bald fact. 

Possibly the most interesting 
case is that of Czechoslovakia. 
One of the most dramatic and 
heroic episodes of the last war 
was the campaign that was fought 
right across Russia and Siberia 
by those Czechs and Slovaks who 
had been in Russian imprison- 
ment as unwilling members of the 
Austrian Army, against the newly- 
established Bolshevist régime. 
The people of Czechoslovakia, 
who are renowned for their 
industry and their hard-headed- 
ness, certainly have little love for 
Bolshevism; but President Benes, 
who helped Masaryk to found, 
or rather to re-create, the 
Czechoslovak Republic, was 
among the first to accept 
the realities of the present 
situation. In December, 1943, he 
concluded a twenty-year treaty of 
friendship and mutual assistance 
with the Russians; and ever since 
that time it has been clear that 
the Czechoslovaks, while intensely 
jealous of their independence, 
intended to hitch their national

vebdguieed the Lublin Committee 
as Polanhd’s Provisional Govern- 
ment, whereupon diplomatic rela- 
tions promptly were severed by 
the Poles.

short, it is perfectly’ obvious that 
the real Irish like the stage-Irish.

We Irish, it must be 
admitted, are among the best 
showmen of all. At home, we 
do not all uniformly display 
pugnacity, wit, lack of thought 
for the morrow, golden hearts 
afid silver tongues; but when we 
go abroad we are prepared to 
assume almost overnight the full 
disguise of the traditional Paddy. 
The great fable of the stage- 
Irishman may not have been 
originated by the Irish, but it has 
been adopted and fostered by 
them. As ustial, however, decep- 
tion is working on the deceiver. 
The situation now is that a large 
part of the people—especially in 
the cities—know nothing about 
the country at all. They almost 
are coming to believe that it 
really is very much as it is por- 
trayed by Hollywood “ colleens”
